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Continuation of 2. In the response to the Final Office Action (10/28/2004), the applicant argues that Chan's device does not disclose that 
the male thread of the first wire is adapted to deform when the male thread threadingly engages the female thread of the first wire. The 
examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Chan's device shows in fig. 2 that the male thread (15) of the first wire (10) is adapted to deform 
when the male thread (15) threadingly engages the female thread (18) of the first wire (10). Regarding the intended use of the male 
thread , a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and 
the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing 
the intended use, then it meets the claim. In the instant case, the male thread of Chan is capable of performing the use as claimed. 
Therefore, claim 25 of the invention is not defined over the Chan reference. 
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
